6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  the  total  sum  from  the  Town  Hall  Insurance  Settlemenx 
Fund  and  to  apply  said  sum  toward  the  cost  of  rebuilding  the  Town 
Hall  as  indicated  in  Article  4  above.

Water    Commissioners 
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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 

During  this  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  coopera- 
tion in  the  prevention  of  fires.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for 
a  job  well  done. 

Your  forest  fire  warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  under- 
stood the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires,  a 
synopsis  of  these  laws  follows. 

FIRE  PERMITS 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  In  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  house- 
hold waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden 
trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  (SUCH  BURNING  IS  RESTRICTED 
BY  REGULATION  TO  BE  PRIOR  TO  9:00  A.  M.  and  AFTER  5:00 
P.   M.). 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of  household  waste 
in  towns  where  such  rubbish  Is  collected  by  the  town. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  normal  condi- 
tions with  permission  of  the  District  Fire  Chief  and  a  permit  from 
the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with 
permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  anothers'  property  with  wTitten 
permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden. 
The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits 
for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits 
are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces 
have  been  built  for  this  purpose.

The  following  is  a  general  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Hill 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  for  the  calender  year  January  1,  1970 
to  December  31.  1970. 

The  Department  has  procured  the  following  equipment  during  the 
year:  A  General  Electric  FM  radio  for  use  In  the  Mutual  Aid  Sys- 
tem; twelve  each  coats,  hats  and  boots  from  the  American  Fire 
Equipment  Company:  also  gloves  (mittens),  dress  caps,  and  badges; 
and  a  portable  pump  to  be  used  only  in  dire  emergencies  for  pumping 
flooded    cellars. 

To  finance  these  acquisitions  the  following  sources  of  funds  were 
used:  A  combination  food  sale  -  rummage  sale  -  raffle;  another  raffle; 
a  series  of  card  parties;  a  special  voluntary  fund  drive  among  resi- 
dents on  Murray  Hill;  and  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  tickets.  The 
fimd-raising  activities  were  conducted  by  department  members, 
friends  of  the  department  and  interested  citizens.  The  department  is 
deeply  indebted  to  these  persons  for  their  efforts  which  have  allowed 
the  department  to  obtain   basic   and   essential   equipment. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  department  was  engaged  in  the 
following  activities:  5  Mutual  Aid  calls  answered;  one  search  opera- 
tion performed  for  two  lost  children;  trucks  were  checked  and  main- 
tained on  a  continuous  basis  during  each  month. 

The  department  wishes  to  thank  the  residents  of  Hill  for  their  ef- 
forts in  fire  pi^vention.  The  best  record  occurs  when  the  department 
makes  no  calls.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Hill  School  District: 
I   herewith   submit   my    annual   report   as    your    Superintendent   of 
Schools. 

Mrs.  Janet  Learned  is  teaching  grades  one  and  two  this  year.  She 
replaces  Miss  Elaine  Bodie.  Mrs.  Grace  Colby  is  again  teaching 
grades  three  and  four.  Mrs.  James  MacFarlane,  Jr.  continues  to 
serve  as  your  Principal  and  teacher  of  grades  five  and  six.  Mrs. 
Martha  Gilchrist  returned  as  your  school  nurse  as  did  Mr.  Vincent 
Kondrotas  as  music  teacher.  Mrs.  Patricia  Athanas  is  teaching  De- 
velopmental Reading  on  a  part-time  basis  under  Title  I,  E.  S.  E.  A., 
a  federal  project.  With  the  present  staff  I  feel  that  education  is  pro- 
gressing very  well  at  Jennie  Blake  School. 
Renovation    and    repairs    completed    during    the    summ.er    included: 

(1)  repair    of    room    and    flashing 

(2)  painting   of   outside   of   school 

(3)  painting   of   two    classrooms 

(4)  installation   of   a   fire   and   smoke   detection    system 

(5)  installation  of   heat   ducts   in   the   basement   room 

(6)  installation  of  new  rear  entrance  to  basement  room 

With  the  above  work  completed  the  school  is  becoming  an  attractive 
facility  which  is  both  structurally  and  educationally  sound.  Remaining 
work  includes  painting  inside  the  school  and  the  completion  of  the 
basement  room  as  a  library  learning  center. 

Community  use  of  the  school  has  increased  this  year.  Girl  Scouts 
and  Cub  Scouts  are  meeting  regularly  in  the  basement  hall.  The 
Hill  Library  is  re-establishing  itself  in  a  basement  room  at  school 
and  the  newly  formed  PTO  has  also  been  meeting  regularly  at  the 
school. 

The  school  board  is  very  grateful  to  the  Hill  Community  Church 
for  the  use  of  the  church  hall  and  kitchen  for  the  school  lunch 
program. 

Continued  work  by  the  school  board  has  been  directed  at  meeting 
the  Elementary  School  Standards  set  by  the  state.  These  standards 
will,  as  was  mentioned  in  last  years  report,  require  new  programs 
and  staff  at  your  school  during  the  next  several  years. 

Your  teachers  attended  a  Supervisory  Union  Workshop  in  Franklin 
on  Environmental  Education  on  October  26,  1970.  In  addition  to  the 
workshop  day,  Mr.  MacFarlane  has  attended  a  mathematics  workshop 
in  Massachusetts  and  a  School  Readiness  Workshop  in  Concord. 

Students  of  the  Jennie  Blake   School   visited  the  Apollo   11   display 
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and  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  in  Concord  last  fall  as 
part  of  their  educational  program.  The  reading  and  mathematics 
programs  continue  to  be  basic  to  our  program  of  studies  in  grades 
one   through   six. 

The  budget  for  1971-72  is  up  $11,950.83  over  this  years  budget. 
The  major  portion  of  this  increase  is  $8,725.00  for  tuition.  This  year 
only  four  seniors  from  Hill  will  graduate  from  Franklin  and  Bristol 
while  twelve  sixth  graders  are  expected  to  be  promoted  into  grade 
seven  in  Franklin  and  Bristol.  The  increased  numbers  together  with 
an  increase  in  most  tuition  charges  account  for  this  large  increase. 
The  second  large  increase  in  this  years  budget  is  $3,969.00  for  teachers 
salaries  to  meet  the  salary  schedule.  It  is  felt  that  the  amount 
requested  is  needed  for  the  proposed  operation  of  our  school  system. 
I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Hill  for  their  support  of  our  educational  efforts.
